To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Buxton, 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1959. 

This  report  is  compiled  on  similar  lines  to  last  year  with 
minor  modification  to  comply  with  suggestions  from  the 
Ministry  of  Health, 

Buxton  is  situated  on  the  upper  reaches  of  the  Wye  at  an 
elevation  of  approximately  1 ,000  feet  above  sea  level.  The 
mid-year  population  is  19 >350  of  whom  a large  part  are  engaged 
directly  or  indirectly  in  the  work  of  running  a first  class 
small  holiday  resort  and  spa.  A further  proportion  find 

their  employment  in  the  nearby  important  lime-stone  quarries 
to  the  north-east  and  south  of  the  area  and  also  in  an 
important  light  industrial  undertaking  in  Chapel-en-le-Frith. 

On  the  whole  throughout  the  year  figures  for  permanent 
unemployment  have  remained  at  a low  level. 

The  vital  statistics  are  based  on  figures  received  from 
the  Registrar  General  and  this  year  include  more  detailed  infor- 
mation with  regard  to  early  neonatal  and  perinatal  mortality. 
Examination  of  these  figures  confirm  ones  general  impression 
that  the  level  of  health  of  this  town  continues  to  be  very 
good  indeed.  The  Death  Rate  based  on  253  deaths,  almost 

equally  made  up  of  males  and  females  and  1+2  less  than  1958, 
shows  a decline  from  a rate  of  14.2  to  12.1  when  adjusted, 
and  is  only  slightly  higher  than  the  national  figure  of  11.6. 

The  births  at  332  are  up  by  33  to  give  an  adjusted  birth  rate 
of  17.9  compared  with  the  previous  16.1  and  is  higher  than 
the  national  figure  of  16.5.  Infant  Mortality  is  down 

to  six  deaths,  giving  a rate  of  18.1,  well  below  the  new 
lowest  ever  recorded  national  figure  of  22. , and  of  these  3 
occurred  under  four  weeks.  With  regard  to  the  decrease 

of  42  in  the  actual  number  of  deaths  it  is  noteworthy  that 
this  decrease  is  almost  exclusively  confined  to  female  deaths 
which  show  a drop  of  40  to  126  and  for  which  there  seems  to  be 
no  obvious  reason.  Deaths  from  some  form  of  heart  disease 

account  for  98  deaths,  and  while  still  as  a single  group  they 
constitute  the  most  frequent  attributable  cause  of  death,  show 
a drop  from  last  years  figure  of  136,  and  is  largely  explained 
by  a welcome  fall  in  the  number  of  female  deaths  due  to 
coronary  thrombosis  from  34  to  13.  Male  deaths  from  this 
cause  unfortunately  show  no  such  tendency  to  fall  and  while 
treatment  of  established  coronary  thrombosis  may  well  have 
improved,  prevention  is  becoming  more  firmly  directed  to  the 
desirability  of  obtaining  regular  daily  exercise  as  opposed 
to  sporadic  week-end  excesses  of  activity  in  the  case  of  those 
members  of  the  community  whose  daily  tasks  are  mainly 
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sedentary,  not  forgetting  those  who  spend  a large  part  of 
their  lives  behind  a steering  wheel.  In  addition  there 

appears  to  be  increasing  support  for  the  theory  that  excessive 
consumption  of  fat,  especially  animal  in  origin,  is 
deleterious  and  should  be  avoided,  especially  by  those  for 
whom  daily  exercise  is  difficult  of  attainment,  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  the  increasing  consumption  of  ice-cream 
may  be  a significant  factor  in  coronary  thrombosis  in  the 
United  States  where  the  death  rate  is  higher  than  in  Europe. 

Deaths  from  accidents  numbered  no  less  than  14?  and.  of 
these  11  were  road  accidents.  Closer  examination  of  these 
road  accidents  reveal  that  2 were  in  children  under  thirteen, 
while  9 were  under  forty-two  years  of  age,  and  of  these,  6 
occurred  in  adult  males  in  motor  cycle  accidents.  Road 

casualties  are  a matter  for  great  national  concern  and  no 
avenue  which  can  reverse  the  rising  trend  must  be  left 
unexplored.  Motor  cycle  accidents  which  involve 

predominently  the  young  adult  male  are  a serious  economic 
loss,  apart  altogether  from  the  humanitarian  aspect.  A 

crash  helmet,  provided  it  complies  with  a satisfactory 
specification,  and  none  should  be  sold  which  do  not,  can 
greatly  reduce  the  risk  of  serious  head  injury.  The  number 
of  people  too  who  heedlessly  add  to  the  risks  of  driving, 
especially  at  night,  with  all  its  attendant  difficulties  due 
to  glare,  etc.  on  roads  which  are  often  crowded  and  far  from 
perfect,  by  the  consumption  of  significant  amounts  of 
alcohol  is  too  high.  With  regard  to  the  remaining  accidents, 
all  3 occurred  in  the  home.  Of  these  home  accidents,  2 

were  due  to  falls  in  elderly  females  over  seventy  involving  a 
fractured  thigh.  It  is  significant  that  no  fatality 

occurred  in  a child  and  none  were  due  either  to  burns,  scalds, 
poisoning  or  drowning.  This  is  encouraging  for  through- 

out the  year  Buxton  Home  Safety  Committee  has  been  extremely 
active  and  has  lost  no  opportunity  in  spreading  knowledge  by 
way  of  exhibition  or  talks  illustrated  with  filmstrips  to  many 
and  varied  audiences  whenever  the  opportunity  has  arisen. 

One  aspect  of  the  deaths  which  is  not  so  satisfactory  is 
the  number  of  suicides  and  it  is  notev/orthy  that  of  these  5 
occurred  in  females  of  whom  4 were  over  the  age  of  sixty. 

This  would  seem  to  have  lessons  for  us,  both  in  regard  to  the 
care  of  the  elderly  and  to  mental  health  generally.  The 

new  outlook  on  the  latter  is  to  be  given  tangible  form  in  the 
foreshadowed  mental  health  legislation. 

In  last  year's  report  reference  was  made  to  the  fact 
that  the  town  had  an  abundant  water  supply,  a fact  which  was 
tested  to  the  full  by  the  drought  of  this  year,  and  although 
at  times  there  were  serious  anxieties,  the  supply  in  the  end 
proved  adequate  with  only  normal  restrictions.  It  is  felt 

that  the  conduct  of  the  towns  water  undertaking  reflects  great 
credit  on  all  concerned.  Reference  has  been  made  in  the 

past  to  the  deficiency  of  fluorine  in  the  water  and  to  the 
fact  that  this  deficiency  is  a contributory  factor,  together 
with  the  lack  over  a number  of  years  of  a School  Dental  Officer, 
to  the  present  low  dental  standard  of  the  child  population, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  time  is  not  too  far  distant 
when  it  will  prove  practicable  to  remedy  this  deficiency. 

Housing  conditions  generally  in  the  town  are 
satisfactory,  but  one  hopes  that  the  time  may  not  be  too  far 
distant  when  house  building  by  the  Council  can  be  resumed. 

A good  deal  of  use  has  been  made  of  the  Improvement  Grants, 
both  Discretionary  and  the  new  Statutory.  Nevertheless 

the  aim  should  be  the  improvement  of  all  houses  to  which  the 
specification  of  these  grants  can  be  applied,  Bad  housing 

conditions  are  responsible  for  an  untold  amount  of  physical 
and  mental  ill-health  and  especially  with  regard  to  the  latter, 
can  be  a potent  contributory  factor  to  juvenile  deliquency.

I will  say  no  more  than  that  the  Public  Health  Department 
must  not  allow  itself  to  become  dissociated  from  housing 
affairs  on  many  aspects  of  which  it  alone  has  the 
necessary  "know  how”  built  up  on  sound  theoretical  and 
practical  experience. 

During  the  current  year  the  Health  Department  has 
carried  out  a considerable  amount  of  work  with  regard  to  food 
hygiene  and  on  the  whole  the  standards  of  food  handling,  with 
few  exceptions,  are  reasonably  good  and  this  is  reflected  in 
the  nil  return  in  respect  of  food  poisoning.  One  should, 

however,  like  to  see  arrangements  for  organised  instructions 
for  food  handlers  to  be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health 
Department,  but  unfortunately  with  the  size  of  our  present 
staff  it  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  do  so. 

With  regard  to  infectious  disease,  for  yet  another  year 
no  case  of  diphtheria  has  occurred  and  our  thanks  are  due  to 
all  those  concerned  in  this  town,  notably  the  general 
practitioners,  for  the  very  great  care  they  take  to  see  that 
all  babies  in  their  practice  receive  the  triple  antigen  at  an 
early  age.  It  cannot  be  stressed  too  strongly  that  a high 

immunization  rate  against  diphtheria  is  vital  if  our  present 
very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs  is  to  remain  indef inately. 
During  the  early  part  of  the  year  a mild  outbreak  of  influenza 
occurred,  and  in  some  instances  attendance  in  the  schools  was 
reduced  by  90%.  However,  for  the  most  part  the  disease 

remained  mild  and  only  three  deaths  occurred  and  all  in 
elderly  persons, 

A visit  was  paid  to  the  town  by  the  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Unit  in  June  and  I am  glad  to  report  that 
attendance  was  good,  resulting  in  6,000  examinations,  out  of 
which  8 cases  of  tuberculosis  requiring  close  supervision  and 
treatment  were  discovered.  During  the  year  it  was  found 

possible  to  extend  B.C.G.  Vaccination  under  County  Council 
arrangements  to  all  eligible  school  children,  and  though 
acceptance  was  reasonably  good  I should  like  to  see  an  even 
higher  response  next  year.  B.C.G,  is  a most  effective 

nail  in  the  coffin  of  tuberculosis  and  which  gives  a 
considerable  degree  of  protection  to  the  young  adult  in  a 
susceptible  period  of  his  life. 

I should  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the 
members  of  the  Borough  Council  for  the  very  great  kindness 
they  have  shown  to  me,  and  especially  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee.  I should  also  like  to  record  my  sincere 

thanks  to  all  members  of  other  departments  for  their  ready 
help  and  co-operation.  Finally  I should  like  to  thank 

all  the  members  of  my  own  staff  for  the  very  great  help  they 
have  been  to  me  during  a busy  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply;  The  water  supplies  of  the  Borough  are 
mainly  upland  surface  water.  The  supplies  are  tested 

chemically  and  hacteriologically  at  least  once  a month  & daily 
examinations  are  conducted  for  pH  and  residual  chlorine. 

The  Borough  is  served  by  three  main  impounding 
reservoirs  - Stanley  Moor,  Lightwood  and  Burbage  - which  have 
upland  moorland  gathering  grounds.  Subsidiary  supplies 

are  obtained  from  the  carboniferous  limestone  bore  hole  at 
Stanley  Moor  and  the  millstone  grit  bore  hold  at  Portobello. 
Treatment  of  all  supplies  is  carried  out  at  Stanley  Moor  and 
Lightwood  filter  stations,  each  of  which  has  a complete 
filtration,  chemical  dosing  and  chlorination  system.  High 

level  areas  on  Brown  Edge  Road  and  Manchester  Road  are  served 
from  a covered  surface  reservoir  at  Cold  Springs.  Other 

high  level  areas  at  Ladmanlow  and  Harpur  Hill  arc  supplied 
from  a second  service  reservoir  at  Terret.  A further 

covered  reservoir  of  one  million  gallons  capacity  is  situated 
at  Corbar  and  acts  as  a balancing  tank  to  the  Lightwood  and 
Stanley  Moor  supplies. 

All  other  reservoirs  and  supplies  previously  used 
have  now  been  cut  off. 

The  waters  at  Stanley  Moor  and  Lightwood  have 
definite  plumbo  solvent  action,  but  these  are  carefully 
observed  and  due  precautions  taken  to  minimize  the  plumbo- 
solvency. 


Whenever  any  sample  of  water  is  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory,  further  sampling  is  carried  out  and 
hacteriologically  pure  water  is  secured  by  means  of 
Chlorination.

OTHER  DISEASE  - GENERAL 


There  were  1 71  cases  of  Measles  notified  during  the 
year.  During  November  and  December  there  was  a mild 

outbreak  of  mumps  among  the  school  population.  Also 

during  November  a number  of  cases  of  Infective  Hepatitis 
occurred  affecting  one  Infant  and  Junior  School  and  a Senior 
Girls  School,  and  for  the  most  part  cases  were  mild. 

Otherwise  there  was  no  marked  epidemic  of  infectious  disease 
during  1959* 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  County  Council  and  is  carried  out  in  the  Clinic  at 
Bridge  Street.  376  children  are  reported  by  the  County 

Council  to  have  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  during  the 
year.  Medical  Practitioners  were  invited  by  the  County 

to  take  part  in  immunisation.

It  gives  me  the  greatest  pleasure  to  present  the 
meteorological  report  for  1959?  the  v/onderful  year  when 
records  went  down  like  ninepins. 

Although  the  highest  temperature  (81°  on  July  4)  was 
not  exceptional,  every  month  except  January  had  ag.  above- 
average  temperature.  Nor  was  the  minimum,  11  on 

January  14th  and  15th,  unusually  low.  It  was  the  coldest 

January  since  1945?  but  after  that  we  really  let  ourselves  go. 

The  wind  emerged  from  its  favourite  quarter,  the  S.W, 
on  the  majority  of  days  in  the  year. 

We  recorded  1007.5  mm  (less  than  40  inches)  of  rain 
during  the  year;  this  was  the  lowest  since  1933.  We  had 

the  driest  September  on  record  - we  could  collect  only  4.2  mm 
during  the  whole  month  - and  several  other  months  were  the 
driest  for  many  years.  The  wettest  day  of  the  year  was 

October  26th,  when  2 inches  came  to  relieve  the  acute  water 
shortage. 

The  highlight  of  the  year  was,  of  course,  the  high 
light.  We  rejoiced  in  more  than  1365  hours  of  bright 

sunshine.  Not  since  1929  has  it  been  so  bright.  On 

June  14th  the  sun  shone  without  interruption  for  14»7  hours, 
the  sunniest  day  for  19  years.  May  was  the  sunniest 

month,  with  almost  206  hours  of  bright  sunshine,  free  from 
mountain  haze. 

During  the  summer  several  school  parties  visited  the 
station  to  examine  the  instruments.  During  the  winter, 

other  small  parties,  armed  with  spades,  also  visited  the 
station,  to  dig  me  out,  I am  most  grateful  for  the 

help  of  the  strong  men  of  the  Borough  Engineer’s 
Department,  and  the  gardening  staff,  in  this  respect. 

There  have  been  numerous  enquiries  from  students  for 
help  in  their  thesis.  This  aspect  of  the  work,  which 

takes  up  considerable  time,  is  appreciated  by  the  students, 
as  my  records  go  back  to  1 869.  Por  the  first  30  years 

the  records  were  kept  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Devonshire 
Royal  Hospital;  since  1899  the  station  has  been  staffed  by 
my  late  father  and  myself, 

I should  like  to  express  my  gratitude  to  my  deputy, 

Mr,  I.E.  Burton,  for  his  ever-willing  help,  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Library.

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  second  Annual 
Report  and  as  in  previous  years  the  Report  covers  the  work 
of  the  Department  so  far  as  it  relates  to  environmental 
health.  For  the  information  of  Members  of  the  Council  I 
once  again  include  detailed  Reports  on  Meat  Inspection, 
the  Public  Cleansing  Service  and  the  Shops  Act,  1950. 

Items  of  interest  to  which  I should  wish  to  draw  your 
attention  ares- 

(a)  The  commencement  of  enlarging  and  improving  the 
existing  Slaughterhouse  at  Haslin  Farm  which  will 
provide  a building  complying  with  the  Slaughterhouse 
Act  and  Regulations  and  fulfil  the  needs  of  the 
butchers  trading  in  Buxton  who  have  expressed  a wish 
to  continue  slaughtering  their  own  cattle,  sheep  and 
pigs. 

(b)  Endeavours  made  by  your  Health  Inspectors  to  improve 
the  methods  employed  by  Stall  holders  retailing  open 
food  from  the  stalls  erected  in  the  Market  Square 
each  Saturday. 

(c)  The  introduction  of  the  "Standard  Grant"  Scheme  for  ¥ 

providing  the  amenities  in  dwelling  houses  which  are 

no  longer  regarded  as  luxuries.  The  owner  or  owners 
of  every  dwelling  house  which  is  capable  of  improve- 
ment, within  the  terms  of  the  conditions  of  Improve- 
ment Grant  Scheme,  should  be  encouraged  to  provide 
their  property  with  a fixed  bath  in  a bathroom,  a 
wash-hand  basin,  a hot  water  supply,  a water  closet 
in  or  contiguous  to  a dwelling  and  satisfactory 
facilities  for  storing  food. 

Routine  visits  and  inspections  have  continued 
to  be  undertaken  and  details  of  these  and  other  items  are 
contained  in  the  Report  which  follows. 

With  reference  to  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  certain 
classes  of  shops  in  the  central  area  of  the  Borough  are 
now  permitted  to  open  between  the  hours  of  9 a.m.  and  8 
p.m.  on  eighteen  consecutive  Sundays  during  the  period 
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commencing  on  the  second  Sunday  in  May  of  each 
year. 


Once  again  it  is  my  pleasure  to  express  my 
indebtedness  to  members  of  the  Staff  of  the 
Department  who  have  continued  to  give  efficient 
service  to  the  Corporation  throughout  the  year. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support  and  assist- 
ance, and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the 
Officials  of  other  Departments  of  the  Corporation 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.

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IMPROVEMENT  GRANT  APPLICATIONS 


The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959?  came  into 
operation  on  the  14th  June.  Part  II  of  the  Act  is 
concerned  wholly  with  Improvement  Grants.  The  Grants 
are  now  divided  into  two  classes: - 

( 1)  Standard  Grants. 

(2)  Discretionary  Grants. 

In  future  Local  Authorities  shall  be  obliged  to  make 
’’Standard  Grants”  to  either  owner/occupiers  or 
landlords  towards  the  cost  of  work  necessary  for 
supplying  any  house  with  "Standard  Amenities”. 

Standard  amenities  are:- 

(1)  A fixed  bath  or  shower  in  a bathroom. 

(2)  A wash-hand  basin. 

(3)  A hot  water  supply. 

(4)  A water  closet  in  or  contiguous  to  the  dwelling. 

(5)  Satisfactory  facilities  for  the  storage  of  food. 

The  scope  of  the  scheme  is  explained  fully  to  all 
applicants  seeking  the  advice  of  the  Corporation 
Officials.  The  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  are 
approved  at  the  discretion  of  the  Local  Authority 
and  may  be  for  as  much  as  £400  per  dwelling  with  the 
landlord  or  owner/occupier  paying  matching  amounts. 

A person  receiving  a new  "Standard  Grant”  may  be 
eligible  also  for  an  existing  Improvement  Grant  but 
the  total  grants  together  remain  subject  to  the  normal 
maximum  of  £400.  Details  of  tho  applications  dealt

Routine  duties  undertaken  during  the  year  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Rent  Act  have  consisted  mainly  of 
the  re- inspect  ions  of  properties  where  the  landlords 
have  carried  out  work  to  remedy  items  of  disrepair 
contained  in  the  Notices  served  on  them.  Thirteen 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  cancelled  and  no 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were 
received. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  from  the  above  table  that 
where  landlords  were  able  to  increase  their  rents  under 
the  Act  the  statutory  demands  of  the  tenants,  by  way 
of  repairs,  were  quickly  executed.

1 licence  was  granted  on  the  7th  August,  1959  for  the 
stationing  of  a residential  trailer  caravan  at 
Coldsprings  Farm,  Manchester  Road,  Buxton. 

All  licenses  were  for  the  period  ending  the  31st 
December,  being  subject  to  application  for  renewal 
after  that  date. 

Routine  inspections  were  undertaken  by  your  Health 
Inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  the  Public 
Health  Act  and  the  conditions  contained  in  the 
licenses  were  complied  with.

The  rechargeable  service  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  unstopping  and  cleansing  of  drains 
has  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  employee 
undertaking  this  work  has  a good  knowledge  of  the 
layout  of  the  town’ s drains  and  sewers,  gained  from 
experience  and  length  of  service,  and  appreciation 
of  his  services  in  the  clearing  of  choked  drains 
has  been  expressed  by  builders,  landlords  and  tenants. 

A survey  was  undertaken  to  determine  whether  the  66 
houses  with  pail  closets  could  be  connected  to  the 
existing  main  sewers.  It  was  found  that  owing  to 
the  distance  of  the  dwellings  from  the  existing 
sewers  the  cost  would  be  prohibitive.  The  weekly 
collection  of  pail  closets  has  continued  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  .€265  per  annum. 

Where  drains  were  found  to  be  defective  owners  were 
requested  to  carry  out  works  of  repair.  Details  of 
work  carried  out  are  given  in  the  summary  of  the 
nuisances  abated.

This  section  of  the  Report  covers  the  period  1st  April, 
1959  - 31st  March,  i960. 

Refuse  Collect  ion ;- 


The  system  of  refuse  collection  has  continued  as  in 
previous  years,  each  dwelling  in  the  Borough  receiving 
a weekly  collection.  Hotels,  restaurants  and  trade 
premises  have  continued  to  receive  a twice  or  thrice 
weekly  collection  where  necessary. 

The  "Thorneycrof t"  side-loader  used  on  the  Controlled 
Tip  was  disposed  of  during  the  year,  and  a new  S.&.  D. 

12  cu.  yd.  Pore  & Aft  Refuse  Collection  vehicle  was 
purchased.  The  S.&. D.  side-loader  refuse  collection 
vehicle  being  transferred  to  the  Controlled  Tip  to 
replace  the  "Thorneycroft ".  Three  S.  &•  D.  Pore  & Aft 
Tippers  are  now  in  service  on  refuse  collection. 

The  number  of  bins  collected  remained  fairly  constant 
averaging  8,330  bins  from  6,150  premises  with  an  estimated 
tonnage  collected  of  121  tons  per  week. 

The  refuse  collection  teams  have  continued  to  work  well 
and  routine  collections  were  well  maintained.  During 
the  last  two  years  there  has  been  need  to  replace 
only  three  men.  Two  of  these  three  men  were  re-employed 
by  the  Department  in  another  capacity  and  only  one  man 
left  for  other  employment  outside  the  Corporation.  The 
team  spirit  existing  between  the  men  helps  to  eliminate 
difficulties  so  often  encountered  in  the  service  which 
provides  for  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse.  During 
the  year  each  man  was  provided  with  two  pairs  of  over- 
alls and  two  pairs  of  gloves.  The  next  "donkey  jacket" 
issue  will  be  in  1961. 


Refuse  Disposal : - 


Refuse  Disposal  is  carried  out  by  Controlled  Tipping, 
levelled  and  consolidated  by  use  of  a Muledozer.  The 
S.  &.  D.  side-loader  is  engaged  in  the  collection  of 
covering  materials  for  the  tip  surface,  and  when  not 
so  engaged  for  collecting  special  loads  and  acting  as 
"stand  in"  for  the  other  vehicles  during  maintenance 
periods. 

The  problem  which  had  to  be  tackled  with  some  urgency 
during  the  year  was  the  shortage  of  tipping  space. 

Whilst  negotiations  were  in  progress  for  the  acquisition 
of  further  land  for  Controlled  Tipping  permission  w as 
sought  to  raise  the  level  of  the  existing  Controlled 
Tipping  area  an  extra  6 ft.  This  was  granted  by  the 
appropriate  planning  authorities  and  resulted  in  a 
saving  in  transport  costs  by  eliminating  the  necessity 
of  having  to  use  the  Chapel-on-le-Prith  R.D. C.  Tip  at 
Dove  Holes. 

Early  in  the  summer  the  British  Railways  moved  a large 
stock  of  coal  which  was  situated  on  ground  made  up  of 
ashes.  By  negotiation  these  ashes  were  made  available

the  Corporation  and  are  proving  most  helpful  in 
solving  the  vexed  problem  of  coverage  provision. 

In  addition  a number  of  loads  of  soil  were  obtained 
from  the  Contractors  engaged  on  the  new  Sewerage 
Works  extension  scheme  and  this  material  was 
utilised  for  providing  final  coverage  to  the  South- 
west area  of  the  tip. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  diversion  of  the  Hogshav; 
Brook  to  enable  the  access  road  to  the  Hogshav/  Tip 
extension  to  be  constructed. 

Tipping  fees  were  raised  during  the  year  producing 
an  increased  income  of  ;S77  over  the  previous  year. 

The  personnel  employed  at  the  Controlled  Tip  consist 
of  the  Foreman/Tip  Attendant , a Muledozer  driver  and 
a driver  and  mate  for  the  S.&.  D.  side-loader.

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SALVAGE 


The  collection  of  waste  paper  and  cartons  from  trade 
and  business  premises  was  continued.  This  work  is 
undertaken  by  a dr iver/co llector  with  a 35  cwt 
Bedford  van. 


On  the  1st  April,  1959  an  additional  new  baling  press 
was  installed  at  a cost  of  £370.  During  the  summer 
months  extra  labour  was  employed  and  overtime  worked 
to  cope  with  the  additional  intake  of  salvage.  The 
employment  of  casual  labour  was  found  not  to  be 
successful  and  an  employee  who  was  previously 
employed  on  Refuse  Collection  was  engaged  full-time 
on  baling  with  the  result  that  labour  costs 
decreased  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  In 
September  a Salvage  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  was 
introduced  providing  for  20$  of  the  income  derived 
from  the  sale  of  items  listed  below  to  be  shared 
between  the  whole  of  the  refuse  collection,  disposal 
and  salvage  employees

In  respect  of  the  sale  of  waste  paper  20$  of  the 
income  derived  from  the  sale  of  waste  paper  in 
excess  of  3 tons  per  v/eek. 

The  result  of  the  re-organisation  of  the  Salvage 
Department  and  the  introduction  of  the  Bonus  scheme 
has  increased  the  output  of  salvagable  commodities 
as  is  shown  by  the  appended  table. 

The  expenditure  of  £ 61+9  on  repairs  and 
maintenance  at  the  Salvage  Depot  and  the  purchase 
of  the  new  baling  press  was  a heavy  charge  on  the 
salvage  account  this  year.  Nevertheless,  the 
salvaging  of  materials  can  be  regarded  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  refuse  disposal  service  and 
enables  economic  use  to  be  made  of  the  land 
available  for  Controlled  Tipping.

SALVAGE  COLLECTION  AMD  DISPOSAL  RETURN 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES  & WASH  BATHS. 


There  are  17  Public  Conveniences  situated  throughout 
the  Borough  and  one  Wash  Bath  in  the  centre  of  the 
town.  The  Conveniences  are  open  24  hours  per  day  and 
the  Wash  Baths  on  four  days  per  week.  A staff  of 
4 full-time  and  2 part-time  personnel  are  employed 
for  cleaning  and  giving  general  supervision  to  the 
Conveniences.  One  female  attendant  is  employed  at 
the  Wash  Baths. 

Improvements  by  way  of  the  renewal  of  fittings, 
internal  and  external  painting  and  major  repairs  were 
carried  out  at  the  following  Conveniences : - 

Market  Place,  Terrace  Road,  Burbage 

Burlington  Road,  Cote  Heath  Park  George  Street 

The  insanitary  Gents  Convenience  in  the  Serpentine 
was  demolished. 

Vandalism  cost  the  Corporation  over  £200.  Normally 
a sum  of  between  £40  and  £60  should  be  sufficient  to 
cover  minor  repairs  but  the  misuse  of  the  Conveniences 
by  irresponsible  people  has  increased  these  costs. 
Breaking  door  panels,  locks,  electric  light  fittings 
tearing  the  water  supply  pipe  fittings  from  the  wall 
causing  flooding,  ripping  toilet  roll  holders  and 
soap  dispensers  from  their  sockets  and  scribbling  on 
new  paintwork  and  walls  are  but  a few  of  the  acts  of 
bravado  performed  by  these  perverted  individuals 
before  an  amused  audience  of  similar  characters, 
usually  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  2 a.m. 

Until  such  time  as  the  public  are  willing  to  report 
these  irresponsible  acts  and  the  culprits  taught  a 
lesson  this  annual  cost  is  likely  to  continue. 

It  follows  that  there  is  a reluctance  on  the  part  of 
the  Corporation  to  introduce  such  necessary  amenities 
as  free  washing  facilities  which  include  lavatory 
basins,  hot  and  cold  water,  soap  and  paper  towels,  if 
the  fitments  are  to  be  grossly  misused. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  - MEAT  INSPECTION 


Work  was  continued  on  the  enlarging  of  the  Slaughter- 
house at  Haslin  Farm,  Harpur  Hill  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  the  Slaughterhouse  will  be  in  full 
use  by  March,  i960.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
since  alterations  have  been  commenced  the  number  of 
pigs  slaughtered  there  has  more  than  doubled. 

Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  have  continued  to 
perform  the  Meat  Inspection  duties  at  Chelmorten. 

There  w as  no  alteration  in  the  times  of  inspection, 
the  duty  being  undertaken  on  three  nights  per  week 
after  7.30  p.m.  including  Bank  Holidays  and  every 
Saturday  afternoon  at  5.30  p.m.  In  spite  of  the 
winter  snowfalls  100%  Meat  Inspection  was  maintained.

BIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OP  MILK 


The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Pood 
sample  all  designated  raw  milk  supplies  once  per 
quarter  for  the  methylene  blue  reduction  test 
(keeping  quality) , but  they  do  not  carry  out  any 
biological  tests.

Immediately  notification  is  received  that  a sample 
has  failed  to  pass  the  T.B.  biological  test  the 
Ministry's  Divisional  Veterinary  Surgeon  is  ’phoned 
and  he  visits  the  farm  for  the  purpose  of  identifying 
the  affected  cow  and  having  it  slaughtered. 

Where  two  successive  samples  of  milk  from  any  one 
supplier  fail  to  pass  the  methylene  blue  reduction 
test,  notification  is  sent  to  the  County  Milk 
Production  Officer  with  a request  for  him  to  visit 
the  farm. 

ICE  CREAM 


Two  firms  continue  to  manufacture  Ice  Cream,  one 
using  a small  heat  treatment  plant  and  the  other 
complete  cold  mix*  Five  applications  were  received 
making  a total  of  79  premises  registered  for  the 
sale  of  ice  cream  within  the  Borough  and  apart  from  ice 
cream  sold  from  the  premises  owned  by  the  two 
manufacturers  all  is  prepacked. 

The  system  of  sampling  continued  during  the  year 
whereby  it  is  possible  to  transport  the  samples 
33  miles  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Derby 
ensuring  that  they  arrive  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
The  continued  sampling  of  ice  cream,  even  with  the 
problem  of  transportation  has  proved  worthwhile. 
Whenever  samples  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory 
the  premises  were  visited  and  every  endeavour  was  made 
to  remedy  the  cause  by  improving  the  methods  of 
manufacture,  storage  and  distribution.

FOOD  & DRUGS 


The  Derbyshire  County  Council  is  the  'Food  and 
Drugs"  Authority  for  the  area  and  I am  indebted 
to  the  County  Analyst  for  the  following  report 
in  respect  of  samples  obtained  within  the  Borough 
and  action  taken  during  the  year  1959* 

(1)  Total  number  of  samples  taken  77 

(2)  Milk  samples  included  in  above  total  36 

One  sample  of  T.T.  Milk  contained  added  water  and 
was  followed  by  samples  from  eight  churns  in  course 
of  delivery  to  the  retailer.  Two  of  these  contained 
added  water  and  six  were  genuine.  A detailed 
investigation  was  made  at  the  farm.  The  evidence 
did  not  indicate  deliberate  adulteration  and  the 
offence  was  dealt  with  by  caution  notice. 

A sample  of  Concentrated  Tomato  Paste  was  contaminated 
with  copper  in  excess  of  the  limit  recommended  by  the 
Ministry.  Only  one  further  can  of  this  particular 
brand  was  held  in  stock  at  the  premises  concerned. 
Excessive  copper  contamination  was  confirmed  on 
examination  of  the  additional  sample.  This  particular 
brand  was  sought  for  elsewhere  but  not  found  on  sale. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

Samples  from  your  Authority  consisted  of  examination 
of  Milk  and  Milk  Bottles  from  a Dairy  where  there  was 
trouble  with  a yellow  discolouration  on  the  inner 
surface  of  the  filled  bottles.

Following  a complaint  that  the  water  from  the 
culvert  at  Brown  Edge  Tip,  Brown  Edge  Road,  was 
harmful  to  cattle.  , using  the  stream  for  drinking 
purposes,  'water  from  the  culvert  was  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination.  14  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  from  '’Other  Sources”  shown 
in  the  table  overleaf  Were  from  supplies  not  used 
for  human  consumption.

The  Natural  Baths  consists  of  three  pools,  the  water 
supply  to  which  is  derived  from  natural  springs,  the 
water  being  subject  to  chlorination  by  mechanical 
means.  This  establishment  closed  on  9th  February,  1959* 

The  Palace  Bath  is  attached  to  the  Hotel  and  is 
available  for  use  by  non-residents.  The  water  supply 
is  obtained  from  the  town  mains  and  an  adequate 
filtration  and  chlorination  plant  is  provided  and 
maintained.  During  the  year  alterations  were  carried 
out  to  the  Ladies  & Gentlemen’ s changing  rooms  which 
ensures  that  bathers  walk  through  a foot-bath  before 
entering  the  swimming  pool.  There  is  a competent 
person  in  charge  during  the  hours  of  opening. 

There  were  2 samples  of  swimming  bath  water  taken  from 
the  Natural  Baths  during  1959  and  both  proved 
satisfactory. 


17  samples  were  taken  from  the  Palace  Hotel  Swimming 
Baths.  11  of  these  samples  proved  satisfactory  and 
6 proved  unsatisfactory.

This  tost  bait  was  followed  during  the 
month  by  the  first  maintenance  treatment  for  the  year 
April,  1959  to  March,  i960,  the  bait  for  this  treat- 
ment being  85^  Pinhead  Oatmeal.  5^  Caster  sugar.

During  October  a second  test  bait  was  carried  out  and 
sausage  rusk  was  again  used  as  bait.  There  were  no 
takes  during  this  test  bait  and  it  was  not  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  Maintenance  Treatment.
